The King’s Horses: Among Them 
But Why Not and Better Self 


SARATOGA 

The only real surprise in the Alabama 
Stakes was that Max Hirsch, who sent out 
But Why Not and Bee Ann Mac for it, de- 
clared to win with the latter. Conceiv- 
ably But Why Not might have missed a 
penalty or got an allowance later if she 
could have finished second to her stable- 
mate instead of first, but it seemed rather 
unlikely that the lesser filly could do any- 
thing with Cosmic Missile. As it proved, 
when But Why Not and Cosmic Missile 
got to racing, they had the others com- 
pletely outclassed, and it seems that 3- 
year-old filly honors go to them in one- 
two order. But Why Not was giving four 
pounds to the runner-up, and both of them 
were giving from ten to 14 pounds to the 
other seven. 

Miss Disco, which had upset calcula- 
tions by winning the Test as an unregard- 
ed member of the pari-mutuel field, ran 
about the same race in the Alabama. hust- 
ling along for a mile in the lead. But 
Why Not was outside her, some two 
lengths back, with Guerin apparently 
quite confident he could catch her when 
he pleased. Arecaro cut through on the 
rail around the turn, and Guerin let him 
draw level before he set But Why Not 
down. Then they moved together, one 
passing Miss Disco on each side, and from 
there on it was a horse race. But Why 
Not came in a little, twice brushed against 
the Circle M filly. but it was hardly to be 
called interference. Certainly it did not 
make up for the four-pound weight con- 
cession. 

Interesting note on the King Ranch 
entry was that the two fillies are both by 
Blue Larkspur, one out of Black Helen’s 
daughter, one out of Black Helen’s dam. 
Another is that King Ranch seems to have 


got all the fast horses out of the Bradley 
stable when it was divided last fall, except 
for a few, like Relic and John’s Date, that 
were sold outside the syndicate to Circle 
M. Greentree’s best 2-year-olds are its 
home-breds, Star Bout and Up Beat. 


Short Cut and Blind Alley 


The Grand Union Hotel Stakes could 
not be said to prove much, except that 
you can’t cut through the infield. On form, 
Musician was not going to beat My Re- 
quest anyway, having had a couple of 
unsuccessful tries at that task, but he had 
taken no more than four strides when he 
ducked into the rail, knocking a couple of 
panels down, and falling on his side. This 
left My Request with a maiden and a bad- 
winded colt to handle, and he did it with 
great ease. Presumably he goes against 
Better Self in the Hopeful Stakes next 
Saturday, and then we should be able to 
tag the best 2-year-old of the meeting. 

John’s Pride, a Johnstown colt which 
came out of the E. R. Bradley stock, was 
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much the fastest thing in his stable last 
spring, even outworking Relic, which I 
think is a really good colt. He picked up 
the prevalent cough in June, and came out 
of it with wind trouble. He made his 
first start here last Saturday and won 
easily, but of course he had no such task 
as the Grand Union afforded him. 
Whirling Fox, a Whirlaway colt which 
is still a maiden in six tries, was running 
over horses at the end of the United 
Stakes Hotel Stakes, finishing third to My 
Request and Star Bout and beaten only a 
head. But these two had spent each other 
to some extent and the colt ran no such 
race in the Grand Union. However, he 
runs well through the stretch, and maybe 
more distance will suit him. He seems a 
fractious sort, and he gave Nick Combest 
a little trouble going to the gate, then 
threw him out of it before the start. 


Catching of the Breath 
Sometimes I think The Jockey Club 


should engage some evilly disposed per- 
son to look over the names proposed for 
horses, after Mr. Vosburgh has checked 
them for repetition, good taste, distinc- 
tion, clarity, length, beauty, sonority, and 
urbanity. A few seasons ago someone 
got away with Snafu, and there was later 
a slight cry of anguish from 250 Park 
Avenue, as the inhabitants got up on the 
slang of World War IL (the numeral to 
indicate importation). 

Last Saturday a 2-year-old came out at 
Saratoga for the first time, named Black 
Sob. This is where an evilly disposed 
person would be invaluable. Mr. Vos- 
burgh may think a “sob” is a weeping 
sound accompanied by a convulsive catch- 
ing of the breath, but around the race 
track this 2-year-old was being called 
Black S. O. B., which isn’t the same thing 
at all. This type of pleasantry will hardly 
be caught by anyone whose mind marches 
through proper and straightforward chan- 
nels. There are a few other instances 
which may be reported here when the 
horses in question get to racing. Under 
the recent adopted rule revision, a name

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THE FARMING SIDE, by Alex Mackay-Smith 


A Bit of Normandy in New Jersey 


The most rapidly expanding breeding 
farm in the East, if not in the entire coun- 
try, is the Helis Stock Farm, the old Ran- 
cocas place in New Jersey. Its 3,500 
acres, four stallions, 46 yearlings, 140 
mares, and 102 foals add up to quite an 
operation. When you consider that three 
years ago there wasn’t a horse on the 
place, you can well imagine that con- 
siderable has been going on in the mean- 
time. 

William Helis, who found out how to 
pump oil from Louisiana swamps, is the 
driving force behind all this activity. A 
few years ago he appeared as one of the 
most determined bidders in the yearling 
market. As his purchases gained suc- 
cess on the track—he won three stakes in 
one day this spring—it was quite natural 
for their owner to want to continue it in 
the stud. In September, 1944, he pur- 
chased from the organization which oper- 
ates the Garden State Park the Rancocas 
_ Farm at Jobstown, N. J. 


To the student of Turf history and to 
the old timer with a good memory, the 
name Rancocas brings back visions of 
Pierre Lorillard and Iroquois and Harry 
Sinclair, and recollections of some of the 
greatest triumphs of the American Turf. 


This article is not about the past, but 
about the present. However, the old Ran- 
cocas has contributed substantially to 
Helis Stock Farm as it is today. Harry 
Sinclair built the great training barn with 
its half-mile indoor track. All the other 
buildings, and there are 320 box stalls, 
were put up by Pierre Lorillard, most of 
them in the 1870’s. They have the cupolas 
and the scrollwork which is characteristic 
of those Victorian times. They also have 
a quality of material and workmanship 
that could hardly be duplicated now. In 
addition to the buildings, there is a three- 
quarter mile track with a straightaway 
that gives a total of a mile and five eights. 


It was here that the Lorillard string was 
prepared for European campaigns which 
included many long distance races. 

The country about Jobstown reminds 
me strongly of Normandy, where most of 
the best French horses are bred. It is not 
far from the sea, it is comparatively flat, 
there are rows of great shade trees along 
the fences. Normandy is underlaid with 
chalk, this part of Jersey with marl de- 
posits. The water table is close to the 
surface (very few wells are more than 
16 feet deep) and much of the land is 
low-lying, so that there is seldom any 
trouble with drouth. 


Blew Up a Fence 


Harry Sinclair gave up his stud in 1931. 
Since that time nothing had been done 
with the land except to pasture some 
steers. From the horsemen’s point of 
view it was therefore fresh and clean of 
parasites. Although the buildings had 
been kept up, when Mr. Helis bought it 
the fences were in bad shape. Three days 
after the papers had been signed, a hurri- 
cane blew down more than 600 trees. It 
looked like a major calamity, but it solved 
the fencing problem. From the ruined 
trees enough oak plank and catalpa posts 
were cut to build 28 miles of new fence. 
Catalpa is a most unusual wood for fence 
posts, but it is just about as rot-resistant 
as locust. 

Mr. Helis very sensibly turned over his 
farming and fertility problems to the Ex- 
tension Division of Rutgers University, 
the State agricultural college. Incident- 
ally, it is surprising how few horse farms 
take full advantage of the knowledge and 
assistance of the various state and federal 
agencies which are available to help them. 
The breed’s average of soundness would 
be considerably higher if we would follow 
the excellent advice which is both un- 
biased and free for the asking. 
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THE COVER: MISS KIMO 


William Helis is not racing a large 
stable at Washington Park this summer, 
but some of his starters have figured pro- 
minently in important stakes. In the 3- 
year-old colt division he is represented by 
Cosmic Bomb, winner of the Drexel Handi- 
cap and second by a neck to Fervent in 
the American Derby, run in 2:0035 for the 
114 miles, a new track record. In the 3- 
year-old filly group his star is Miss Kimo, 
winner this summer of the Cleopatra, Art- 
ful. and Misty Isle Stakes. 

It was in the Misty Isle, at Washington 
Park on August 11, that she turned in her 
most impressive performance of a spark- 
ling career. Taking an early lead, she 
sped the seven furlongs in 1:2214, cutting 
two-fifths from the track record set by the 
brilliant Twilight Tear in 1944, 

At 122 pounds, Miss Kimo was top- 
weight of the field by scale, and actually 
carried more than any of the other 12 
starters except the 4-year-old Honeymoon, 
which carried 125. The beaten field also 
included Be Faithful, Happy Issue, Let- 
menow, and Canina. 

Mr. Helis bought Miss Kimo for $4,700 
at the 1945 Keeneland Summer Sales. At 
two last year she won the Rosebud, Polly 
Drummond, Pollyanna, Rancocas, and 
King Neptune Stakes, was second in three 
other stakes. A daughter of Hash—Ned- 
vive, by Neddie, she was bred by Warner 
L. Jones, Jr., and the late Frank P. Letel- 
lier. She is trained by William Booth.

Of the total of 3,500 acres, about 400 
are taken up by woods, roads, and build- 
ings.

The Saratoga Yearling Sales: 
Deflation, But With a Cushion 


The 31 per cent decline in yearling 
averages at Keeneland during the last 
week of July had prepared consignors to 
the Fasig-Tipton Company’s sale at Sara- 
toga in August for lower prices on their 
horses. Consignors to Keeneland had ac- 
cepted the 31 per cent reduction in good 
spirit, on the basis that prices during the 
preceding three years had been artifici- 
ally high as a result of various inflation- 
ary factors, and that an average of $6,827 
on 436 head was substantial. Deflation, 
if it had come, hadn’t plowed them under, 
though some breeders of marginal stock 
undoubtedly had a close squeeze. 


The downward trend having been es- 
tablished at Keeneland, consignors to 
Saratoga waited to see what the result 
would be at the New York sales. The re- 
sult was an average of $5.509 on 317 head. 
which was a decline of 23 per cent from 
the 1946 level. There was a considerable 
feeling of satisfaction among the consign- 
ors. The market had been comparatively 
stronger than at Keeneland; breeders felt 
that if this were deflation, they could take 
it. 

Two main factors contributed to the 
comparative strength of the Saratoga 
market: The average quality of the year- 
lings had risen over 1946, which to some 
extent had cushioned the decline, and there 
were active at Saratoga such buyers as 
Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane, Harry M. War- 
ner, Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham, and other 
strong bidders who had not been at Keene- 
land. There also were a number of buy- 
ers looking for medium-priced racing 
material. 


Distribution in Price Groups 


Though the average quality of the Sara- 
toga yearlings had increased, there were 
enough of them without particular buyer 
appeal to cause a marked increase in the 
number selling in the lower brackets. The 
total number sold (317) was an increase 
of 83, or 25 per cent, over last year’s 234. 
Against this 25 per cent increase in total 
number, 75 yearlings, or 24 per cent, 
brought less than $2,000. In 1946, only 
15 per cent had sold for less than $2.000. 
At Keeneland this year only seven per 
cent had brought less than $2,000, and 
none had sold for less than $1,000. At 
Saratoga 6 per cent, or twice the propor- 
tion of last year, brought less than $1,000. 

Thirty-nine Saratoga yearlings, or about 
12 per cent of the total, sold for more than 
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$10,000. Last year 19 per cent had 
brought more than that figure. 

The group selling between $5,000 to 
$9,999, which included 32 per cent of the 
yearlings sold in 1946, accounted for only 
25 per cent this year. A portion of the 
lots which would have fit into that classifi- 
cation had last year’s market prevailed pre- 
sumably dropped a notch this summer,

Colts and Fillies 


Average price of colts at Saratoga show- 
ed a slightly greater percentage decline 
than that of fillies. The 191 colts which 
went under the hammer averaged $5,763, 
a drop of 19 per cent from the $7,956 
average last year. The 126 fillies averaged 
$5.124. a drop of 18.6 per cent under last 
years $6,301. Fillies represented 39 per 
cent of the yearlings sold, a smaller pro- 
portion than normal. Colts represented 
61 per cent. Last year the proportion 
was fillies 44 per cent, colts 56 per cent.

A Broodmare: 


Confidence in the future of the Thor- 
oughbred horse industry, in the minds of 
breeders, was shown on Friday night, Au- 
gust 22, when breeding stock from the 
Estate of William H. La Boyteaux and the 
Estate of Wayne Johnson was sold by the 
Fasig-Tipton Company. 

All told, 37 lots were sold for $408,900, 
average of $11,051. The La Boyteaux 
estate obtained $369,400 on 27 lots, an 
average of $13,681, and the Johnson estate 
got $39,500 for ten lots, an average of 
$3.950. 

Twenty-three broodmares in the La Boy- 
teaux consignment averaged $11.591, and 
the four stallions averaged $25.700. Nine 
broodmares in the Johnson consignment 
averaged $4,044. A weanling sold by the 
Johnson estate brought $3.100. This was 
a bay or brown colt by *Easton out of 
Great Lady. The dam had died, and a 
grade Percheron mare, used as a nurse 
mare, was sold with the colt. 

High point of the evening was the sale 
of the La Boyteaux stallion *Piping Rock, 
which was sought by several bidders and 
groups of bidders. He went to Walter P. 
Chrysler, Jr.. for $81,500. Mr. Chrysler 
said later that the horse probably would 
be syndicated. It was the largest price 


paid for a stallion sold by auction since 
Grand Slam brought $75,000 at the J. O. 
Keene dispersal in 1943. 

Among the competing bidders were a 
Virginia syndicate made up of David N. 


Rust, Jr., C. T. Chenery, and Mrs. Isabel 
Dodge Sloane; a Maryland syndicate re- 
presented by Henry L. Straus; and the 
Cromwell Bloodstock Agency, representing 
an undisclosed patron. 

Highest-priced broodmare was High- 
clere, dam of the stakes-winning Pipette, 
which went to J. P. (Sammy) Smith for 
$57.100. She is in foal to *Piping Rock, 
sire of Pipette. The stakes-winning Im- 
peratrice, with a bay colt by *Piping Rock 
at side, and in foal to *Piping Rock, went to 
Christopher T. Chenery for $30,000. Jos- 
eph M. Roebling paid $28,000 for the 
stakes-winning Sopranist, in foal to *Pip- 
ing Rock. Mr. Chrysler bought the stakes- 
winning Up The Hill, with a bay suckling 
colt by Jack High, for $25,600. She is in 
foal to Jack High. 

The 21-year-old stallion Jack High went 
to Holly Beach Farm, of Maryland, for 
$13,500. 

Thirteen of the La Boyteaux mares and 
five of the Johnson mares were sold with 
foals. All but three of the La Boyteaux 
mares and three of the Johnson mares were 
sold as being in foal. In the following 
summary, the stallion to which a mare was 
bred this year is shown in parentheses:

There appears to be no end to “looking 
up” something. A few months ago I read 
an article which mentioned the mare *Per- 
fect Peach, by Persimmon. The author 
of the piece knew the mare well. He 
described her as a beautiful bay, high 
strung in temperament and apt to go into 
a tantrum at the slightest provocatien. 
She was the dam of *Stefan the Great, by 
The Tetrarch. *Stefan the Great did not 
inherit his dam’s erratic temperament but 
according to the author Sarchedon, his 
full brother, did. 

What interested me was the fact that 
Perfect, by Westward Ho out of *Perfect 
Peach was a broodmare for several years 
in the band at Fort Robinson, Nebr. I 
believe she was one of the most beauti- 
ful mares I have seen. Her temperament 
was very bad. She had nothing mean 
about her, but at the slightest provocation 
she too would fly into a tantrum. She has 
had the distinction of having the worst 
temper of any mare to enter this band. 
Worse than that she was a bad broodmare.

She was barren seven times in 11 years. 
Her sexual activities were intense. When 
she came in heat she teased the teaser and 
not vice versa. While at pasture with the 
mare band she was boss. She herded the 
band like a stallion, arching her neck and 
circling. To a stranger she appeared to 
be a stallion while loose on the range. 
Since I knew *Perfect Peach had been 
imported, I decided to check up on the 
rest of her daughters and see what hap- 
pened to them. She had no other daugh- 
ters born in this country. She was im- 
ported in 1925 and died in 1931 at 24 
years of age. She had three foals in six 
years. Since *Stefan the Great was the 
horse through which *Perfect Peach will 
influence the Thoroughbred in this coun- 
try, he was the logical horse to trace. He 
seemed to be a fair breeder, although he 
was sired by a “shy breeder” and had 
the aforementioned history on his dam’s 
side. Yet I noticed that in one volume of 
the Stud Book the daughters of *Stefan 
the Great accounted for 33 colts, 54 fillies,

two sets of twins, 13 dead foals and 47 
barren years. In other words his daugh- 
ters during that time had a breeding effi- 
ciency of about 60 per cent. 

Whether this was good or bad could not 
be determined without a comparison, 
Sweep was used as a comparison. In 
that same book his daughters accounted 
for 80 colts, 82 fillies three sets of twins, 
and 87 barren years, or a breeding effi- 
ciency of about 65 per cent. 

Stimulus was a vigorous breeder and 
very prepotent, so he was also chosen as 
a comparison. Unfortunately, his daugh- 
ters were not numerous in the same volume 
of the Stud Book so a later volume was 
taken. In this volume the daughters of 
Stimulus accounted for 90 colts, 106 fillies, 
four sets of twins, 20 dead foals and 61 
barren years. In other words his daugh- 
ters had a breeding efficiency of about 
70 per cent. 

The daughters of Peter Quince had an 
efficiency of about 70 per cent too. 

I concluded that although there is a 
real difference of efficiency amongst the 
daughters of certain sires, it was not signi- 
ficant in the cases examined. 

But perhaps you noticed that the daugh- 
ters of these stallions had more fillies than 
colts! This is not true of Thoroughbreds 
as a group. Unfortunately, the sex of dead

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foals is not recorded in the Stud Book. 
Vital statistics of the human tend to show 
that early male deaths are more numerous 
than early female deaths. Perhaps this is 
true in the horse family too. If a pre- 
ponderance of the dead foals listed were 
males, then the daughters of these would 
be meeting the norm for the breed. 


Predominance of Females 


There is another factor which might be 
involved but about which we have no data. 
About 15 years ago a German investigator 
reported that a lethal characteristic had 
appeared in the Oldenburg breed of 
Certain females of the breed in- 
herited a constitution which allowed them 
to propaogate females normally, and males 
might be conceived, but few lived. 

A perusal of the Stud Book failed to 
turn up any female which could definitely 
be a possible member of this group. Yet 
there is a possibility that there are some 
Thoroughbred mares which might qualify. 
In the band at Fort Robinson there is a 
mare Cherry Moment, by Lucky Hour out 
of Cherry Blossom. Cherry Moment has 
had nine fillies out of 11 foals. Two of 
her daughters in the band have had noth- 
ing but fillies so far. Another of her daugh- 
ters, Scamper Home, was a normal brood- 
mare. A half sister to Cherry Moment, 
Belle of Stone Wall, by Ben Brush, was a 
normal producing broodmare. Cherry 
Blossom and her dam *Lucasta had ree- 
ords which appear to be quite normal. 
So far we do not know why Cherry Mo- 
ment should produce all these fillies, but 
it could be the law of averages. It takes 
mares like this to make up for mares like 


horses. 


the celebrated Heloise, with her nine colts 
and three fillies. 

There appear to be certain mares that 
are “filly” mares and others that are “colt” 
mares. Yet so far there has been insufhi- 
cient data to show that there is an activat- 
ing cause for this; neither can it be shown 
to be part of the hereditary makeup of 
the mare. *Affection, dam of Heloise, 
produced the usual about equal ratio of 
sexes. On the other hand Negrina, out 
of the illustrious *Black Brocade, who 
was a normal producer, is producing a 
predominance of fillies, and one of her 
daughters Diesel has had six registered 
fillies and no colts. 

The accepted theory of sex determina- 
tion is that sex is determined at the time 
of conception. The determining factor is 
the type of spermatozoa which fertilizes 
the egg. Therefore, it would be strange 


indeed to find mare families which had 
anything at all to do with it outside of 
the characteristic mentioned in the Olden- 
burg horses. 

There are people who believe that they 
have a stud horse that is a “colt getter.” 
Seldom does anyone believe his horse is 
a “filly getter.” This seems to change 
with the seasons. In 1940 Brevity got 
seven colts to three fillies, but in 1942 he 
got eight fillies to one colt. Bimelech 
started out with seven colts to two fillies 
but now he is about average. 

During his lifetime, Sweep got about 
equal numbers of colts and fillies. Man 
o’ War wasn’t far from the breed average. 

In the ten years from 1935 to 1944, 
Stimulus got 18 per cent more fillies than 
colts, which is a tremendous preponder- 
ance. However. from 1938 to 1944, *Blen- 
heim 2nd was helping keep the average 
by getting 10 per cent more colts than 
fillies. 

Stimulus was a very vigorous herse and 
covered many mares. The average of 17 
heavily bred stallions seems to indicate 
that they do not get colts as frequently 
as a group of horses covering fewer mares 
during the season. Yet there are excep- 
tions to the rule. During the same years 
(1935-1944) Ariel got 2 per cent more 
colts than fillies. 

I gravitated into all this by looking up 
*Perfect Peach! 


Robert Sterling Clark’s American-bred 
Erie B., 3-year-old colt by Jamestown out 
of the stakes winner Nasca, by *Rosolio, 
won the five-furlong Dod Handicap at the 
Newcastle course in England August 9.

LONDON 


Doncaster Races are to be held for the’ 


four days beginning September 10. The 
St. Leger (one mile, 6 furlongs) is to 
be run on the Saturday instead of on the 
traditional Wednesday, in accordance 
with the wish of the Government, which 
is apparently under the impression that 
the arrangement will prevent people going 
to the races on the other three days. 

The Yearling Sales will be held Sep- 
tember 9-12, the first day being a clear day. 
The sales paddocks could not be got 
ready last year, so this will be the first 
occasion since September, 1938, on which 
the sales will have been held at Don- 
caster. They were canceled in 1939, on 
the eve of the war. Not everybody cares 
about spending a week at Doncaster. It 
is a long way from London and the West, 
especially in these days of inadequate 
transportation (for man and beast), and 
it is a wretched sort of town, anyway, 
with the scantiest of accommodations. 

The race course. on Town Moor, is 
large, flat and spacious, with an excellent 
paddock. The stands and appointments. 
however, are antediluvian. The races are 
run by the Town Corporation, which 
has been planning to bring them up to 
date ever since I can remember. How- 
ever. the meeting is immensely popular. 
All Yorkshire goes there, and will go this 
time, Government or no Government. The 
sales, too, will be well attended, although 
it is a moot point whether it would not 
be better to hold them during a clear 
week at Newmarket. 

Some 350 lots are listed for sale, in- 
cluding yearlings from™the National Stud. 
Sledmere, Worksop Manor, Sezincote, and 
other establishments which habitually sell 
there. There is again a large entry from 
the big Irish studs. as has always been 
the case. The Irish were among the first 
to support the sale, and Tattersall’s have 
always given them good places in the 
catalogue. There are many new breeders 
who would like to sell in September, but 
the auctioneers have always been loyal 
and fair to their friends and have only 
admitted new names as the old ones have 
dropped out. The firm, incidentally, is 
holding two big sales at Newmarket in 
October, of four and five days, respective- 
ly. There seems to be no end of people 
wanting to sell yearlings—and, it seems. 
of buying them. 

In September, 1946, there were sold 271 
lots aggregating 530.870 guineas and 
averaging 1,959 guineas. No one can fore- 
tell how prices will go this time, although,

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judging by the prices obtained at the New- 
market July Sale and also of those at 
Dublin, we should be prepared for further 
increases. The national crisis seems to 
be having the effect of sending prices up 
rather than down, and there is the addi- 
tional reason this year for an optimistic 
view to be taken this September :—Parlia- 
ment will be in recess. 


A Good Crop 


Reports of yearlings coming up are 
mostly favourable. There has been al- 
most continuous sun for the past two 
months, and the yearlings I have seen 
personally carry a fine bloom. Our own 
colts and fillies will, I think, compare well 
with the Irish. All the popular sires will 
be represented, although there is only one 
Big Game, two Blue Peters, three Fair 
Trials, three Hyperions and four Nearcos. 
Nominations to all of these sires are hard 
to get, and the majority of them have been 
taken up by private breeders who do not 
breed for sale. 


It need not be thought, however, that 
our breeders are sticking conservatively 
to the old and established lines. The best 
of them are all seeking new blood, and 
are getting it, although not in the manner 
or quantity which they would wish. The 
result of the matings of British mares 
with French and Italian sires will not 
show until next year or the year after. 
When they do begin to do so, I think we 
shall enter on a new and important phase 
in our breeding affairs. 

I went to see one of the latest importa- 
tions the other day. This was the fine 
Italian stallion, Niccolo dell’ Arca, now 
located at Clifford Nicholson’s stud in 
Lincolnshire. Niccolo is a magnificent 
horse, with tremendous character and with 
undoubted class. His most striking char- 
acteristics, as I saw them, are his really 
noble head and his great, swinging walk. 
He has tremendous leverage from behind. 
Bred by Signor Tesio in 1938, he is a son 
of the exported Derby and St. Leger win- 
ner, Coronach, (by Hurry On) out of 
Nearco’s dam, Nogara. In Italy he won 
the Grand Grosser Preis der Reichhaup- 
stadt in Berlin. Then he entered the 
Tesio-Incisa stud. His first crop of foals 
are now in Italy. 

Clifford Nicholson is a_ top - class 
farmer—his 1,200 acres in Lincolnshire 
are run like a Ford factory. No field is 
allowed to lie idle. He also has the 
younger Torbido (1941, by the late Or- 
tello out of Tempesta, by Michelangelo out 
of a granddaughter of Desmond) at his 
establishment, which is called the Lime- 
stone Stud, because of its generous de- 
posits of lime. He has a number of his 
mares there, but also has an equal number 
at his newly-acquired Tara Stud in County 
Meath, Ireland. These include some Ital- 
ian newcomers and the great Nogara her-

Creating a Stallion 


Tudor Minstrel, the Guineas winner, is 
to be syndicated at, I understand, £2,500 
per share. This is the first time, to the 
best of my knowledge, that his owner, J. 
A. Dewar, has ever syndicated a_ horse. 
As matters are, we shall soon have only a 
handful of really top sires standing at an 
ordinary public fee. It is inevitable, in 
existing conditions of taxation, but it is 
certainly not in the best interests of our 
breeders as a body. Not every breeder is 
in a position to lay out capital—for that is 
what it amounts to--to obtain the nomina- 
tions which he must have if he wants to 
keep on top. One famous breeder of my 
acquaintance is seeking a solution by an 
ambitious, or at any rate an optimistic, 
long-term plan. He is anxious to breed 
yearlings for sale from a certain male 
line, the blood of which he cannot obtain 
in the free market. He has therefore 
bred from one of his own mares a 
colt, by the stallion with the necessary 
blood, and intends to put him into train- 
ing when he is old enough, but not to race 
him. 

By racing him, he argues, he has only 
the usual sporting chance of winning a 
classic race and so establishing him as a 
top sire; also he is anxious to discover 
whether his colt will benefit by not being 
raced (and so dissipating his energy). He 
plans therefore, to send him to stud at 
four or five years, trained but not raced, 
and then to send his own best mares to 
him. If the first or second crop of foals 
race and win races, he will of course know 
that he has produced the sire he needs. 
After all, the experiment will not cost 
him anything, and at least it will be good 
fun to see how it turns out. The only 
catch is the time that must elapse before 
he finds out whether his experiment is a 
success or a failure. 

The conveyance of Thoroughbreds by 
air has not caught on here as it has else- 
where because of the short distances to be 
covered in our little country and because 
of the convenience and cheapness of trans- 
port by rail or road. One race horse own- 
er, however, has set the ball rolling. This 
is Mr. Hetherton, a sporting Yorkshire 
owner-breeder. He hired a Bristol freight- 
er the other day to fly three of his horses 
from his trainer’s establishment at Mal- 
ton, Yorks, to Folkestone, which is on the 
Kentish coast. It was the first time that 
this had been done in this country and it 
created considerable interest, especially 
as the plane was flown by the trainer’s son, 
John Elsey. Everything worked all right 


but unfortunately the venture did not have 
the reward it deserved. None of the three 
horses won the races selected for them. 
However—that’s racing.

rotation. Corn is planted the first year, 
some being cut for silage, the rest being 
grown for grain. This means about 300 
acres of corn each year. It is succeeded 
by rye, the grain being sold and the straw 
kept for breeding. The rye is not pastured 
to any extent because the ground tends 
to be too soft to turn out on in winter. 
Mixed clover and timothy hay, in which 
bluegrass has also been sown, follows for 
two years. By the end of this time the 
bluegrass has had a chance to establish 
itself, and the field is then pastured for 

five years. 


Benefits of Plowing 


There is no question but that it is 
best to plow land at regular intervals in 
order to produce the very best quality of 
pasture. The new herbage makes more 
tonnage, is more palatable and nutritious, 
and is free from parasites. Long estab- 
lished pastures tend to become sour and 
sod-bound. In Kentucky many of the 
farms turn over the sod every ten years, 
when it is put in tobacco. Since agrostolo- 
gists, particularly those at the Welsh Uni- 
versity of Aberystwyth, have established 
the desirability of plowing, or what is 
there known as the long leys system, many 
British stud farms have been laying down 
new pastures. 

Where there is not much moisture or 
where the land is hilly, permanent pas- 
tures are the best solution. Since neither 
condition obtains at Helis Stock Farm, 
the present program should give excellent 
results. 

Inevitably there is lime and fertilizer in 
the farm program. It took two tons to 
the acre of lime to bring the acid soil 
up to neutral. A complete fertilizer is 
being applied at regular intervals to re- 
place what is carried away on the hoof 
in the form of horses and cattle. 

In addition to horses there are about 
500 white-faced steers. These are pur- 
chased as feeder calves in the autumn, 
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wintered on silage and cottonseed meal, 
grown out on grass the following summer, 
and finished on a 60-day feed of corn and 
cob meal. They are then sold and re- 
placed with a new lot. 


Cattle Before Horses 


There is an interesting program of graz- 
ing management. All pastures are clipped 
in May to take care of the rush of spring 
grass. What is cut is made into grass 
silage for the cattle. Horses and cattle 
graze the fields in rotation for periods of 
about 30 days each. The cattle precede 
the horses, so as to get the larger grass 
first. Except in unusually wet seasons 
the stock keeps up with the grass and it 
is not necessary to clip again. 

The oldest horses raised by Mr. Helis 
at Jobstown are now yearlings. What 
success they may have at the track re- 
mains to be seen, but it would be hard 
to find a group of horses that look better 
cared for. The foals by *Rounders are a 
particularly handsome group. All the 
stock is out of doors most of the time, 
even in winter. Elmo Shropshire, who 
manages the whole operation, including 
the horses-in-training, is a great believer 
in snow to keep horses legs and feet cool 
and sound. Everything looks hard and 
fit, besides being well fed. 


Helis Stock Farm makes its own alfal- 
fa and mixed hay. It has an ample 
amount of pasture that not only looks 
good, but is good, is well managed, and 
well nourished. Its owner is attempting 
a difficult program, that of building up 
a big band of broodmares quickly and of 
making several young stallions. His 
horses may or may not have speed, but 
of one thing we can be sure—they cer- 
tainly should be sound. And that is a big 
help on any race track. 


Allie G. Jones, for many years a breeder 


of fine saddle horses. died at his home at 
North Middletown, Ky.. on August 18. 


AIR NOTES 


California’s new champion, Cover Up, 
which equaled the old and much dis- 
puted 114-mile record of Whisk Broom 
2nd when he won the Hollywood Gold 
Cup, was flying from Del Mar, in southern 
California, to Washington Park, at Chi- 
cago, recently. His immediate objec- 
tive was the Washington Park Handi- 
cap to be run Labor Day. Before he left, 
the world got a western-style challenge, 
$100,000 on Cover Up in a match against 
any horse in America at 114 miles. If 
somebody could raise an opponent, Zack 
Addington and his friends would have no 
trouble raising the money. 


In England the Epsom Downs authori- 
ties announced that air-minded race-goers 
will be able to land on the course for the 
Bank Holiday meeting. “Arrangements.” 
the notice added, “have been made for 
helicopter parking.” 


In Lexington, Ky., photographer Ken- 
neth Henson (who talks so fast that he 
may be forgiven an occasional slip, and 
who shares an equal enthusiasm for air- 
planes and horse pictures) got off a 
Delta airliner from Miami, speculated on 
his plans for the future. “What I need,” 
he said, “is a heliopolis with a windmill 
on top.”

“One Look Means a Lot” 
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STAKES AND HORSES 


In a season notable for excellent racing, 
one of the outstanding contests was to be 
the special race between Armed and As- 
sault, over 114 miles at Chicago’s Wash- 
ington Park on August 30. But on the 
Sunday before, Assault pulled up sore 
after a workout, and the Special was call- 
ed off. Had the King Ranch 4-year-old 
not met with this mishap, one of the mem- 
orable races of the American Turf would 
have been run. 

No ballyhoo machines were needed 
the race would have attracted thousands 
even if held on the salt flats of Utah— 
but Armed nevertheless gave it a trumpet- 
ing on August 20, when he met With 
Pleasure and others in Washington Park’s 
11,-mile Whirlaway Stakes. 

The Armed—Assault race originally had 
been proposed for that day, but Warren 
Wright, Armed’s owner, wanted his geld- 
ing to run in the Whirlaway, named for 
Calumet’s great chestnut campaigner. 
Armed had won its inaugural last year, 
easily beating Challenge Me. 

This year in the Whirlaway, Armed’s 
principal rival was With Pleasure, the 
only horse to defeat him as many as two 
times. With Pleasure had, in fact, beaten 
him twice consecutively this summer, in 
the six-furlong Domino Handicap and in 
the Equipoise Mile. Armed then defeated 
him in the 1'x-mile Stars and Stripes 
Handicap, but lost to him again in the one- 
mile Sheridan Handicap. 

In their other races, Armed had given 
With Pleasure from eight to 18 pounds; 
this time the gelding was carrying 130, 
With Pleasure 126. 

Armed and With Pleasure held the 
public eye; so far as the betting was con- 
cerned, it was a two-horse race. The tough 
gelding was 3 to 10. With Pleasure and 
Challenge Me. his running mate, were 
almost 3 to 1. 

Jockey Jack Westrope got With Pleas- 
ure off in front with a first quarter in a 
galloping :25. Armed took up from there 
and the second quarter was run in :23%;. 
The third quarter, run in :24, rounded out 
six furlongs in 1:1235,. gave Armed a lead 
of two lengths. 

According to the testimony of Westrope 
after the race, he had taken back with 
his mount to let Armed go to the top. He 
sent With Pleasure after the gelding about 
a half-mile from home, but Armed changed 
stride on the turn, bumped With Pleasure. 
The two charged down the stretch a half- 
length apart, and if Armed was unable to 
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Calumet Speedsters at Chicago; 
A Smart Filly Wins at Saratoga 


widen the margin, neither was With Pleas- 
ure able to reduce it. 

An investigation by the stewards as to 
the incident on the far turn gave Armed 
and his rider, Douglas Dodson, a clean 
bill. According to Charles Gormley, the 
steward stationed at the half-mile pole, 
both horses had plenty of room. Westrope 
said that Armed “bothered me a little bit” 
when changing leads, but that there was no 
occasion for claiming foul. “If I had been 
a steward,” he said, “I would not have 
taken Armed’s number down. . . . I think 
it is the best horse race I ever saw and I 
don’t think anybody should holler.” 

The 14 miles was finished in 1:48%5. 
four-fifths faster than the track record. It 
was Armed’s fourth new track record of 
the year, his ninth in two seasons. In the 
114g mile Stars and Stripes at Arlington 
Park on July 4, he had beaten With 
Pleasure by two lengths in 1:4915, also a 
new track record. Earlier in the year he 
had set new records for 144 miles at Hia- 
leah and Gulfstream Parks. In the Stars 
and Stripes he gave With Pleasure 13 
pounds. Service Pilot, the third horse, 
was four lengths back of With Pleasure.

ing members of the handicap ranks, had 
set a new track record of 14g-miles in the 
Whirlaway Stakes on Wednesday, Fer- 
vent came out to win the Derby in 2:00%¢, 


two-fifths faster than Armed’s mark of 
2:01. set last year, and faster than any 
3-year-old had ever run the distance. 

Fervent was not running against a big 
field, but it was a tough one. William 
Helis’ Cosmic Bomb had beaten him by 
two lengths a little more than a week be- 
fore in the one-mile Drexel Handicap, 
Phalanx, which had soundly defeated his 
stablemate Faultless in the Belmont Stakes 
and had gone on to win the Dwyer and 
Empire City Stakes and place second in 
the Travers, was considered by many to 
be the best 3-year-old of the season. Capt. 
Flagg was not a track-burner, but he was 
not to be discounted. 

Conditions of the race alloted 126 
pounds to Phalanx, on the basis of his 
previous accomplishments, and 118 to the 
others. The past performance charts in- 
dicated that Cosmic Bomb and Fervent 
would be on the lead, and that Phalanx 
and Capt. Flagg would be trying to run 
them down in the stretch. 

It started out that way. Ovie Scurlock 
sent Cosmic Bomb away with a first 
quarter in :2345, a second quarter in 
:2385, the third and fourth quarters in 
:2345 each. It was a killing pace, but 
the Helis colt showed no signs of dying. 

Doug Dodson, on Fervent, brought his 
mount along three lengths to the rear of 
Cosmic Bomb in the early stages, sent 
him up gradually on the inside and was 
only a head behind at the top of the 
stretch. Cosmic Bomb still was not used 
up. Fervent drew even with him at the 
eighth-pole, Cosmic Bomb got his nose in 
front again, Fervent inched ahead once 
more, and in the last sixteenth seemed to 
be the stronger. His margin was only a 
neck, but he was pulling away. The last 
quarter was run in :25%5 seconds. 

Phalanx, in the meanwhile, had got off 
slowly, as was expected, moved to third 
at the mile. was set down in the stretch, 
but could not gain on the driving leaders 
and was six lengths behind Cosmic Missile 
at the finish and ten lengths in front of 
Capt. Flagg. Phalanx, second to Young 
Peter in the Travers Stakes. his first start 
since the Empire Gold Cup, had been ship- 
ped to Chicago on the same car with As- 
sault. which was coming West for his race 
against Armed. It was Phalanx’s first ap- 
pearance at Chicago, and his second de- 
feat at the hands of a Calumet Farm 3- 
year-old. He had beaten Faultless a head 
in the Derby, though both had gone under 
to Jet Pilot, and had been beaten back to 
third in the Preakness, which went to 
Faultless. In the Belmont Stakes he won 
by five lengths. Faultless was fifth. 

After that Faultless was put in light 
training and Fervent began to carry the 
ball. If he starts to show signs of weari- 
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ness-—-Which he emphatically did not in 
the American Derby—Faultless presum- 
ably will canter out again. The latter is 
said to be biding his time, and training 
well. 

Fervent scored Calumet’s second Ameri- 
ean Derby victory—Whirlaway won it in 
1941. Pot o’ Luck was third in 1945. 


Pinch-Hitter 
If the King Ranch had only But Why 


Not racing for it this season, it still would 


have a strong hand. The  3-year-old 
daughter of Blue Larkspur, obtained 


through the dispersal of the late Col. 
E. R. Bradley’s horses, has beaten older 
fillies and mares in the Arlington Matron 
Handicap, beaten such 3-year-old colts as 
Fervent. Cosmic Bomb, and Stepfather in 
the Arlington Classic. and run Phalanx 
to a neck in the Dwyer Stakes.

Bee Ann Mac 
was third, seven lengths behind the sec- 
ond-place Cosmic Missile. 

Miss Disco, surprising winner over 
First Flight in the Test Stakes. carried the 
lead for the first mile. at one point being 
six lengths in front, but in the last two 
furlongs she faded as Cosmic Missile and 
But Why Not got to racing in earnest. 
The two fillies bumped in the stretch as 
But Why Not bore in and Cosmic Missile 
drifted out.

Assault Goes Sore; 


Special Canceled

CHICAGO 

Always excepting the local rapid tran- 
sit program, things usually move rapidly 
in Chicago. So it was that hardly had 
the smoke cleared away from Fervent’s 
sizzling 2:00°5 for the ten furlongs of the 
American Derby (fastest ever for a 3- 
year-old in America) when the Armed- 
Assault special race scheduled for Au- 
gust 30, at Washington Park was called 
off. The disappointing news was an- 
nounced after Assault pulled up sore fol- 
lowing a workout Sunday. 

First report of the lameness which be- 
fell the King Ranch champion quoted 
Trainer Max Hirsch as saying the cause 
might have been due to a nail prick in 
Assault’s off front foot. Plating that 
slightly deformed member always is a 
delicate operation, Hirsch said. 

It developed later that the soreness was 
in the left fore foot, not the underdevel- 


oped one. During the workout in which 
the soreness became evident, Assault 
went a mile and a furlong in 1:525s. 
Fractional time was :2325, :35, :4715. 
:59, 1:1225, 1:3825. Horsemen consid- 
ered it a very good move. It was ex- 


pected to be several days before the full 
extent of the injury became known. 


In making the announcement that the 
race was off, Ben Lindheimer. executive 
director of Washington Park and an en- 
thusiast for match races, said he hoped 
conditions would permit Armed and As- 
sault to meet at a later date at some other 
track. For Warren Wright’s Calumet 
Farm Trainer H. A. (Jimmy) Jones ex- 
pressed keen disappointment. Armed’s 
status had been kept intact through his 
victory over Brolite Farm’s With Pleas- 
ure (who had beaten him three times at 
shorter distances) in the nine-furlong 
Whirlaway Stakes on August 20. Armed 
was all out to win that one by a half- 
length, but his manner of winning was 
nevertheless rather decisive. 


The deadline for this issue of THE 
Bioop-HorsE makes it necessary that this 
be written in advance of the Prairie State 
Stakes in which Calumet Farm was ex- 
pected to win its fourteenth stakes of the 
33 to be run so far during the Arlington- 
Washington Park program. 

Calumet’s hopes were centered mainly 
on the sweet filly Bewitch, as another vic- 
tory for her would make her the leading 
But 
Citation and Free America were to be in 
there to take over if the filly failed. No 
less an expert than Ben Jones is authority 
for the statement that this Free America 
is the best horse in the Calumet barn, 
which is full of good ones.

“By all rights *Beau Pere should have 
died on the night of August 19,” related 
Lou Doherty, manager of Spendthrift. 
“Only sheer courage kept him alive until 
the next afternoon.” An autopsy disclos- 
ed that the horse died of colitis and ac- 
companying peritonitis. He was buried 
at the farm. Because of his age he was 
not insurable. 


*Beau Pere, which had been imported 
from Australia by Louis B. Mayer in 1941, 
was bought for a reported $100,000 from 
the movie executive last April by Leslie 
Combs 2nd and his uncles, Brownell and 
Lucas. Later he was syndicated, and the 
following also owned shares in him: War- 
ren Wright, Elmendorf Farm, John D. 
Hertz, Royce G. Martin, William Veene- 
man, Hal Price Headley, J. S. Phipps, R. 
W. Mcllvain, and Russell Firestone. 


He had been bred to about 20 Mayer 
mares this spring, but had not covered 
any mares in Kentucky. 

*Beau Pere, bred in England by Sir 
John Jardine, was unraced at two, won 
the Norfolk and Suffolk Handicap at three, 
and the Swaffham Handicap and the Ches- 
terfield Plate at four. He made stud sea- 
sons in England in 1932 and 1933, got six 
foals including the winners Mrs. Goodsort 
and Belle Parvenue. Exported to New 
Zealand, he stood there during the 1934, 
1935, and 1936 seasons, and in Australia 
from 1937 through 1940, scored an im- 
mense success. His first crop of foals 
made him the leading sire of 2-year-olds. 
He was the leading New Zealand sire in 
1938-1939 and he led the general Aus- 
tralasian sire list for three years. Through 
the racing of July, 1946, his get had won 
3771% races and £184,956. 


Two of his outstanding performers on 
the other side of the world were Beau 
Vite, in Australia, and Beaulivre, in New 
Zealand. Beaulivre won 11 consecutive 
races until beaten by Beau Vite. 

In America he was placed in the stud 
at Mr. Mayer’s farm at Perris, Calif. His 
first crop of ten registered foals included 
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six winners of nine races. His second 
crop of 17 foals included 15 starters, of 
which 14 won at two. His high percentage 
of 2-year-old winners continued throughout 
his stud career in America. 

The speed and precocity of his get were 
instrumental in making the Mayer estab- 
lishment the leading California breeding 
farm, and one of the leaders in the U. S. 
Among *Beau Pere’s stakes winners were 
Father Neptune, Wallflower, Incangetit, 
Honeymoon, Grandpere, Judy-Rae, Pater, 
Stepfather, U Time, Grandpere, and Belle- 
soeur. Honeymoon, his outstanding win- 
ner, now is twenty-fourth on the list of 
leading American winners, with earnings 
of $271,520. On June 3, at Hollywood 
Park, she set a world record of 1:2145 for 
seven furlongs. 

His four American crops of racing age 
through August 23 included 79 winners 
of 157 races and $963,153. Last year he 
was ninth on the list of leading sires, and 
this year, through August 23, he was 
among the first ten with earnings of $387,- 
195. His record of earnings as a sire has 
been unique because of the comparative- 
ly small number of his representatives 
racing. 

From 1942 through 1946 THE BLoop- 
Horse can account for 108 foals by him, 
and 14 of the Mayer mares are reported 
to be in foal to him this year.

When Lansdowne Park closed on Au- 
gust 5, racing in Vancouver reached the 
half-way point. It was resumed at Hast- 
ings Park on August 6 for another four 
week stretch. 

The official figures haven’t been released 
yet giving the financial results of the four 
week’s racing conducted at Lansdowne 
Park. Most unofficial estimates are on the 
pessimistic side, but perhaps these are in 
error. This is the second season that 
Lansdowne Park has been operated by the 
British Columbia Turf and Country Club, 
Ltd., and because many efforts have been 
made to improve the track, the purses, and 
the racing, it is hoped that the new asso- 
ciation will be rewarded with a favorable 
balance sheet. 

The Lansdowne track offered a generous 
list of stakes. Noble King, br. g., 1939, 
by Nepperhan—Valley Park Maid, by 
Helmet, won the Inaugural and Speed 
Handicaps. Saffworth br. g., 1939, by 
*Papworth—*Orangery, by Friar Mar- 
cus, won the Dominion Day Handicap. 
Spangle Cock, b. h., 1942, by Gallator— 
Spangle Hen, by *Craigangower, won the 
Vancouver Handicap. Fort Garry, ch. g., 
1943 by *Osiris 2nd—Light Crusader, by 
Crusader, won the Leighton Memorial, and 
Mythologist, ch. g., 1940, by Happy Argo 
—Legend, by *Archaic, won the Lans- 
downe Handicap. 

The B. C. Futurity went to Dr. Lyon H. 
Appleby’s black colt Ohsodry, by Dolan 
out of So and So, by *Pale Hands. Dolan 
has been one of the most successful of 
B. C. sires. It will be remembered that 
he won the 1928 Suburban Handicap at 
Belmont Park. 

The track record of 2:02 for 15%; miles, 
made in the 1946 British Columbia Derby 
by Pacific Pearl, was lowered in this year’s 
Derby. Cisalworth, a filly by *Papworth 
out of *Gold Streak 2nd, by Golden Boss, 
won the Derby and lowered the record to 
1:5744. But this new record was to last 
only three days. 

The Lansdowne races reached a cli- 
max with the running of the British Col- 
umbia Championship on August 2. This 
purse of $7,500 is the second-richest race 
in Canada, exceeded in value only by the 
King’s Plate at Woodbine. 

Favorites for this race were the Kilroy 
Brothers’ two game geldings, Fort Garry 
and Koraway. But J. C. Waters had in- 
vaded Canada with a small string of 
horses belonging to C. S. Howard, and 
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had run up a fine array of victories with 
them. 

Entered in this race with the Howard 
stable’s Minstrel Boy, a 4-year-old gelding 
by *Strolling Player—Roquepine, by High 
Cloud. This horse had the advantage of 
Johnny Craigmyle for a jockey. Craig- 
myle has been a successful rider for more 
than 21 years, although because of stom- 
ach ulcers and poor health he does not 
ride many races. Minstrel Boy was the 
only mount of the day for Craigmyle, 
but he did not need any practice as he 
had ridden the winners of the two previous 
stakes, the B. C. Futurity and the B. C. 
Derby. 

Here again Craigmyle rode the winner. 
He brought Minstrel Boy from behind to 
win by a head from Fort Garry, with 
Spangle Cock third. 


On to California 


Minstrel Boy will now go to Seattle to 
race, and then to California for the winter. 
Watch for him. He’s a horse that has done 
everything asked of him so far, and he 
may humble some of the big ones next 
winter. He made the first start of his 
life at Lansdowne this summer, won it, 
fell in his next start, then won again. The 
Championship was his fourth start, and 
the first time he had run farther than six 
furlongs. In this race he lowered the 
1,*;-mile record to 1:57. 


Comeback for Cum Laude 


Cum Laude, Dr. Lyon Appleby’s B. C.- 
foaled horse which has won about $40,- 
000 in hard competition South of the 
border, broke a bone in his foot at Holly- 
wood Park this summer, and was sent 
North to enter the stud. But when the 
cast was taken off his foot, the injury had 
healed so well that he will probably see 
action again at Santa Anita this winter. 
Dr. Appleby will also send south his 
Futurity winner, Ohsodry, and the 1946 
B. C. Derby winner, Pacific Pearl, which 


he has leased. 


Breed British 


If American theatres show it, horsemen 
will enjoy a new two-reel film made by 
J. Arthur Rank’s Modern Age, Ltd., series. 
It is called “Thoroughbreds for the 
World.” The theme of the film is of 
course that Britain supplies the world with 
the best Thoroughbred blood. Many 
scenes, events and horses that we read 
about are included, such as Lord Derby’s 
stud, the Newmarket Sales, Weatherby’s 
office, training on the downs, Airborne 
during a workout, Hyperion etc. 

A number of British classics (not those 
won by the French!) are shown, and 
then British or British-sired horses are

Arrive in Mexico 


Headed by the Irish-bred 2-year-old 
Karakul, the finest single shipment of 
Thoroughbreds ever to reach Mexico has 
been bedded down at the Hipodromo de las 
Americas after a long trip from England. 

Valued at more than $100,000, the six 
horses consigned to Senor Gustavo Zepeda 
Carranza traveled across the Atlantic by 
boat and then were loaded on a plane at 
New York. The plane trip was made in 
12 hours. 


The horses behaved perfectly and show- 
ed little signs of fatigue from their leng- 
thy journey, according to Carranza’s Ar- 
gentine trainer, Genaro Godoy, who ac- 
companied the racers on their overnight 
plane ride from New York. 


Also aboard was Mrs. Deborah Rood 
Everitt, who is an owner and trainer at 
the Hipodromo. She had two horses in 
the plane. 

Karakul, a strapping brown colt in the 
Carranza lot and winner of two firsts and 
two seconds in England in five starts, will 
be primed for Mexico’s “Triple Crown” 
and the principal 3-year-old features of 
1948 in the States. Karakul is by Khosro 
—Lamb’s Tail, by Blazonry. 

Other 2-year-olds are Pompion, a grey 
colt by Portlaw—Winter Fruit, by The 
Winter King, and The Gike, a bay colt by 
Embargo—Lady Rio, by Roidore. Platin- 
ado is a grey yearling colt by The Satrap 
—Salmonella, by King Salmon. There 
are two 4-year-olds, Whymper, a bay colt, 
by Winterhalter—Sketchy and a success- 
ful distance performer on the English 
Turf, and Capricorn, a bay colt by Mid- 
Day—Sun Averil. 

As all are entire colts, Carranza has in 
mind the bolstering of his stock farm, 
which is now in the process of being com- 
pleted.
